Chief County Probation Officer 
John S. Cowgill said the charges 
were decided late Tuesday night 
after a lengthy investigation ~ by 
Menlo Park police and juvenile 
authorities into the events leading 
up to the shooting. Green is now 
in the juvenile annex at the coun 
ty jail in Redwood City. 

County Coroner Paul B. Jensen 
said a coroner’s inquest into the 
death probably will be scheduled 
next week. 

Continued police investigation 
showed discrepancies in the orig- 
inal story of how the 17-year-old 
Nelson boy met his death. 

Meanwhile, funeral services for 
the shooting victim were set for 
tomorrow afternoon.

Police File Manslaughter Charges Today 


Youth in Shooting 


for the Greater St. Paul Baptist 
church on Bay road in East Palo 
Alto with the Reverend C. L.

According to first police reports, 
Ralph Tibbs, 20, his brother, Earl, 
19, both of 2040 Pulgas, East Palo 
Alto, and Calvin Garnes, 17, of 
1139 Sevier avenue, were all gath- 
ered at Green’s home, playing 
cards. 

Green told police he had offer- 
ed to show his father’s 45 automa- 
tic to the Nelson boy and then 
went into the bedroom and got the 
gun from a bureau drawer. Green 
said he had never handled the gun 
before and did not realize when 
he pulled back the slide that a bul 
let automatically went into the 
chamber of the gun. 


FIRES PISTOL 

The Green boy told police that 
he must have accidentally squeez 
ed the trigger and when he did a 
bullet went crashing into the left 
side of Nelson’s head. Both boys 
were standing in the living room 
at the time of the shooting. 

Nelson fell instantly, crashing 
into a baby crib. A post mortem 
performed Sunday by Dr. Henry 


EK. Puro of the coroner’s staff 
showed that the bullet entered the 
head near the left ear, severed 


he spinal column and lodged in 
the right jaw bone. Death was in 
stantaneous. 

Green raced to a neighbor’s and 
called police. All the boys were 
separated immediately after po 
lice. arrived and questioned, They 
all gave substantially the same 
version of the shooting, police 
said. 

Later, Police Chief Potter said. 
there were variations in the story, 
some of the witnesses saying 
Green and Nelson appeared to be 
having a “friendly argument” just 
before the shooting. 


Nelson wes the son of Mrs. 
Ruby L. Crummer of 1159 Carl. 
ton avenue, a prominent leader 
in East Palo Alto for the 
NAACP, school and youth ac- 
tivities. He had attended Menlo- 
Atherton high school, resigning 
in December to take a job. He 
was scheduled to leave for the

Flood Loss Claims 


Five residents of Sherman ave- 
nue homes which were assertedly 
flooded during December’s storms 
have entered claims for a total of 
$25,000 damages, which will be 
presented before the county board 
of supervisors next week. 

The plaintiffs contend that the 
county is responsible for damages 
to their homes because it allowed 
improper grading of Sherman av 
enue, a short street just west of 
the city limits of Menlo Park, and 
because the drainage pattern for 
the area is improperly laid out 
and allows some 97 acres of other 
property, still further west, to 
drain onto the street.

Dr. Perey E, Davidson, nation- 
ally known educator and Menlo 
Park resident for 46 years, died 
Monday at his home, 2049 Santa 
Cruz avenue, after a long period 
of failing health.

Fruit trees require at least fou 
sprayings, and one of the most 
important ones should be one by 
now—a dormant oil to control 
scale insects and aphid eggs. 

Trunks and limbs must be 
covered and especially cracks 
in the bark. The soil around 
the trunk is equally important. 
“Captan” should be used on ap- 
ricot and peach trees when buds 
show color—for brown rot and 

curly leaf. 

DDT 50 per cent wettable pow- 
der is used on all fruit trees 
twice: after the flower petals fall, 
and three weeks later. This con- 
trols coddling moths and twig 
borers. This is really not much 
work for perfect fruit. 

Many plants that should lose 
their leaves may have a few still 
raggedly clingingwhile new buds 
are trying to come out. 

Strip off old leaves from ros- 
es, hydrangeas, grape vines and 
such deciduous plants.
